All first-time college studens registering Tor more than three hours of credit or registering Tor 
courses requiring competencies must take the ACT ASSET Placement Test prior to registration. 
Placement test exemptions arc given for students who have completed college level math or 
English courses, or students who have equivalent ACT scores. 

Students scoring 20 or higher on the English portion of the ACT are not required to take the 
writing skills or reading skills portion of the ASSET Placement l est and automatically qualify for 
English 101. Students scoring 20 or higher on the math portion of the ACT are exempt from the 
numerical skills portion of the placement test and automatically qualify for Math 109, If a student 
wishes a higher math placement, he/she must take the appropriate portion of the ASSET Placement 
Test- The student should consult a counselor to determine the proper math test he/she should take. 

It is the student's responsibility to have ACT scores on Hie with the ASSET coordinator and to receive 
a clearance slip to be admitted to classes prior to registration.
